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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 7-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Worsley(5,668,811). 

3. As per claim 1, Worsley et al. discloses a method for communicating digital information 
to a computer(see col. 2, lines 46-51), creating filler information, wherein the created filler 
information is not used by the computer and has no operational effect upon the computer(see col. 
16, lines 7-11); transmitting the digital information in combination with the filler information(see 
col. 16, lines 7-13); receiving the transmitted information(see col. 16, lines 7-17); storing the 
received and transmitted information(see col. 16, lines 7-30); creating a recognition grid(see col. 
2, lines 66-67); and selecting portions of the received and transmitted information according to 
the recognition grid(see col. 10, lines 28-32), thereby allowing only the selected portions of the 
transmitted and received digital information to be used by the computer(see col. 16, lines 7-11). 

4. As per claim 2, Worsley et al. discloses the step of placing the filler information in a 
variable pattern within the digital information(see col. 16, lines 34-41). 

5. As per claim 4, a first computer adapted to selectively generate and transmit certain 
information, a second computer, in communication relationship to the first computer, and 
containing a plurality of addressable memory locations, and further adapted to receive the certain 
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information, and to use this information to define and select only a portion of the contained 
memory locations(see col. 16, lines 7-20). 

6. As per claims 7, 8, Worsley discloses wherein the template is a physical/virtual 
template(see col: 2, lines 66-67, col. 3, lines 1-6). 

7. As per claim 3, is allowable for wherein the template may be dynamically created by the 
second computer and transmitted to the computer by the use of a dedicated communications 
channel, which is used only by the second computer to transmit the template to the computer. 
The Examiner has searched prior art, in the art of padding bits, stuffing bits. There is no 
suggestion or disclosure of a template that may be dynamically created, basically on the fly by a 
second computer that is transmitted to a computer by a dedicated channel.

8. Bose was not used to reject claims, thus point is moot.
